I  be; g  herein  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
City’s  Health  Department  for  the  year  1953* 

The  population  of  the  City,  as  shown  by  Government  census  of  June 
1951  *  was  129,050  and  it  is  on  the  basis  of  these  figures  that  the  rates 
appearing  in  the  several  statistical  tables  are  expressed,.  It  will  be 
appreciated  that  the  present  population  of  the  City  is  considerably  in 
excess  of  the  above  figure,  and  therefore  certain  rates  will,  and  others 
will  not  show  to  the  same  advantage  as  would  be  the  case  from  the  use  of 
the  population  figure  as  it  is  at  the  memento 


There  was  an  increase  of  239  In  the  number  of  marriages  solemnized 
during  1053  as  compared  with  the  figures  for  1952*  The  rate  for  1953  was  1$02 
per  thousand  population,,  2,092  marriages  were  solemnized  during  the  yearc 


The  gross  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  5 » 799 » 
the  figure  including  as  it  does  births  to  parents  non-resident  in  the  0i ty0 
The  number  of  births  to  residents  only  was  4,531*  The  birth  rates  per 
thousand  of  population  for  the  year  showed  at  44e9  (gross)  and  35*1  (net),, 
Both  in  number  and  rate  the  1953  figures  constitute  an  all  time  high  in  the 
history  of  the  City  of  Calgaryv  Included  in  the  gross  number  of  births 
(5 >799)  are  339  illegitimate,  which  figures  show  an  increase  of  51  over 
this  particular  reporting  in  1952c  There  were  two  sets  of  illegitimate 
twins o

1,259®  Comparison  between  the  gross  number  of  deaths  for  1953  and  1952 
shows  an  increase  in  respect  of  1953  of  136*  Of  the  1,531  deaths  recorded, 
662  resulted  from  diseases  of  the  heart,  26 1  from  cancer,  and.  78  from 
violent  and.  accidental  causes,,  Heart  disease  and.  cancer  accounted  for 
approximately  6 Op  of  the  gross  number  of  deaths e  There  was  an  increase  of 
16  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  violent  and  accidental  causes,  as  compared 
with  the  reporting  for  1952c 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  registered  throughout  the  year  was 
163  with  a  corresponding  rate  of  28d  per  thousand  live  births,,  An  increase 
in  both  number  and  rate  shows  in  comparison  with  the  figures  reported  for 
1952o  Prematurity,  congenital  debility  and  injuries  at  birth,  ca.uscs  that 
present  a  problem  for  which  no  solution  has  been  found  thus  far,  accounted 
for  100  of  the  163  report ode  In  both  number  and.  therefore  rate,  infant 
deaths  shov;  an  increase  when  compared,  with  the  figures  for  1952c

For  the  second  consecutive  year  the  City  experienced  another  out¬ 
break  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  when  2?1  cases  and  40  deaths  were 
reported  to  this  office®  The  incidence  of  polio  in  1352  was  143  accounting 
for  25  deaths®  As  pointed  out  in  last  year’s  report  the  percentage  of  deaths 
in  relationship  to  cases  is  not  beyond  expectancy,  and  is  accounted  for  by  the 
number  of  cases  showing  involvement  of  the  higher  cent  res  ®  G-emma  G-lobulin,  a 
passive  immunizing  measure,  was  relatively  freely  used,  designed  to  give 
fleeting  protection  to  those  exposed  to  the  disease,  or  to  modify  the  attack 
in  the  event  it  unfortunately  occurred*  There  are  many  difficulties  in 
assessing  the  efficiency  of  Gamma  G-lobulin  to  bring  about  passive  immunity, 
and  it  is  of  considerable  interest  to  learn  that  a.  'rirus  Vaccine  has  been 
elaborated,  which  is  to  be  administered  to  some  580,000  children  in  the  UcSoA0 
in  the  hope  that  an  active  immunity  can  be  engendered® 

During  the  year  the  Scarboro  Health  Unit  at  the  corner  of  Scotland 
Street  and  17th  Avenue  Vest  was  officially  opened,  and  has  amply  justified 
this  forward  step  on  the  part  of  the  City’s  administration®  Infant  and  Pro- 
School  Clinics  have  been  fully  established  and  provide  a.  very  much  appreciated 
service  to  a  large  section  on  the  west  side  of  the  City,  from  14th  Street  Vest 
and  from  the  Bow  Fiver  south  to  the  City  limits®  The  intent  of  the  City  is  to 
institute  five  such  units  to  be  located  at  strategical  points  throughout  the 
City,  in  the  overall  decentralization  of  Health  activities®  Scarboro  Health 
Unit  is  the  firit  of  the  five  to  bo  established® 


A  very  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  for 
other  departments  has  boon  evident  throughout  the  year®  The  Health  Department 
is  indeed  glad  to  be  of  every  assistance  in  this  regard® 

Considerable  increase  in  activity  has  been  undertaken  in  regard  to 
the  Department’s  educational  program® 

Financial  grants  in  aid  of  the  Department’s  work  received  from  the 
Federal  and  our  Provincial  Governments  arc  heroin  gratefully  acknowledged®

The  duties  of  the  several  Inspectors  were  effectively  discharged 
throughout  the  year.,  Due  to  the  increase  in  population,  as  well  as  the 
development  of  new  business  and  residential  areas  it  was  found  to  be  diffi¬ 
cult  for  the  Inspectors  to  cover  their  districts  as  frequently  as  is  necessar 
for  good  sanitary  supervision  It  is  anticipated  that  this  situation  will  be 
rectified  during  1954*  Considerable  educational  work  was  done  during  the 
year  and  a  steady  improvement  in  the  general  sanitation  of  the  city  is 
apparentc  The  major  portion  of  the  city  was  sprayed  for  the  control  of  flies 
during  the  months  of  August  and  September*  In  spite  of  the  lateness  in  getting 
started  it  is  felt  that  the  Ply  Control  Program  was  quite  effective*

The  following  report  sets  out  the  work  accomplished  by  the  School 
Health  Division  in  the  City  School  System  during  the  year  1953*  and  is  pre¬ 
sented  for  your  information*  During  the  school  year  a  total  of  8,035  received 
a  full  medical  examination  designed  to  assess  their  health  state*  This  figure 
represents  an  increase  of  1,397  pupils  examined  over  the  previous  year’s  total* 
The  average  pupil  enrollment  for  1953  under  the  Calgary  School  Board  and  the 
Calgary  Separate  School  Board  was  approximately  22,000*  Thus  j6fo  of  the  pupils 
enrolled  received  a  medical  examination  during  the  school  year*  These  periodic 
medical  examinations  have  a  very  definite  health  educational  value*  They 
encourage  the  child  to  discuss  any  health  problems  and  offer  an  opportunity 
for  helpful  suggestions  in  promoting  healthy  living*  The  older  pupils  particu¬ 
larly  are  quite  at  ease  during  a  medical  interview  and  seem  genuinely  interes¬ 
ted*  In  order  that  the  family  may  get  the  maximum  benefit  from  such  an 
examination,  it  is  important  for  a  parent  to  be  present*  Fortunately  a  great 
number  of  parents,  particularly  of  the  younger  age  groups,  do  attend  the  exami¬ 
nation  on  the  invitation  extended  by  the  nurse*  Invitations  to  be  present  at 
the  medical  interview  were  extended  to  6,500  parents,  in  grades  other  than 
High  School*  A  total  of  4,129  parents  attended,  or  o3/^°  This  figure  does  not 
differ  signif icantly  from  the  previous  three  years*  Where  both  parents  are 
working  and  unable  to  be  present  or  where  there  are  other  extenuating  circum¬ 
stances,  a  note  is  invariably  received  expressing  interest  in  the  examination 
and  requesting  a  note  on  any  points  which  require  attention*  Where  no  parent 
is  present  at  the  examination  a  brief  summary  of  the  results  is  sent  home*  Any 
defects  noted  are  recorded  on  a,  special  referral  form  and  either  handed  to  the 
parent,  sent  home  by  letter,  or  with  the  child,  according  to  circumstances* 


The  immunization  state  of  each  child  is  reviewed  during  the  medical 
examination*  2,188  of  these  examined  had  never  received  a  primary  vaccination* 


This  represents  2?o2p  and  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  l*5a 


Some  479  children  had  overrun  the  period  of  seven  years  considered  advisable 
for  revaccination*  Though  no  effort  is  spared  in  acquainting  the  public  on 
the  benefits  of  inoculation  against  diphtheria  1,243  children,  or  1505$  had 
never  been  immunized*  This  figure  shows  no  change  from  that  noted  during  the 
previous  yean*  In  addition  1,143  were  found  who  had  received  initial  protec¬ 
tion  but  were  in  need  of  a  reinforcing  dose*  The  nurses  have  been  engaged  in 
a  program  of  reviewing  the  medical  history  sheets,  compiling  nominal  rolls  of 
children  whoso  records  have  become  outdated  or  who  have  never  been  inoculated* 

A  card  requesting  parental  consent  to  inoculation  or  vaccination  is  taken  home 
by  the  child  for  the  parents’  signature*  These  are  returned  to  the  school  duly 
signed  by  the  parent  and  in  due  course  the  school  nurse  runs  an  inoculation 
clinic  in  the  school  medical  inspection  room*  It  is  found  that  doing  children 
in  groups  in  this  way  cuts  down  a  lot  of  the  natural  apprehension  so  often 
apparent  when  individually  taken  for  an  inoculation* 


During  the  year  3*448  children  were  vaccinated  in  school,  a  drop 
of  200  over  the  previous  year*  5*232  inoculations  against  diphtheria  were 
given,  an  increase  of  some  2,100  over  that  achieved  in  1952*  It  is  grati¬ 
fying  to  note  that  1,036  children  were  given  a  complete  anti-diphtheria 
inoculation  series,  about  200  more  than  the  year  before*

The  year  1953  v/ill  "bo  long  remembered  as  being  responsible  for  the 
worst  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Western  Canada c  Calgary  and  the  Southern 
part  of  the  Province  were  particularly  heavily  hitD  A  total  jf  4ll  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  reported  to  the  Health  Department  with  260  of  these  cases 
residents  within  the  City  boundary e  Reporting  of  cases  during  the  months 
May,  June  and  July  was  less  than  in  the  previous  year  and  first  impressions 
suggested  a  moderate  incidence  year  onlyc  The  month  of  August  saw  a  very 
great  jump  in  case  incidence  with  a  similar  figure  recorded  for  the  month  of 
September  The  outbreak  was  drawn  out  until  the  end  of  November,  lasting  one 
month  longer  than  usual „  Towards  the  end  of  July  the  Provincial  C-overnment 
made  Gamma,  Globulin  available  to  all  family  contacts  of  the  disease0  The 
Gamma  Globulin  was  provided  free  to  immediate  family  contacts  and  did  a  great 
deal  as  a  moral  booster  within  the  community  during  these  rather  anxious 
months o  Supplies  of  Gamma,  Globulin  initially  were  very  limited,  but  with 
Federal  Government  sponsored  Connaught  Laboratories  coming  into  production 
during  August  all  demands  for  Gamma  Globulin  from  there  on  were  satisfac¬ 
torily  met-  Local  swimming  pools  were  again  closed  and  children  banned 
from  the  local  cinemas e  Schools  were  scheduled  to  reopen  the  1st  of 
September  but  an  order  issued  by  the  Provincial  Health  Department  postponed 
opening  until  September  l4th„  269  notified  cases  of  poliomyelitis  from 
within  the  City  boundaries  gives  an  incidence  rate  of  I8d7  per  10,n00 
population,,  This  is  the  highest  rate  in  the  history  of  the  City,  an 
increase  of  8^09  over  the  previous  year-  A  breakdown  of  the  statistics 
shows  one  interesting  phase  of  the  1°53  epidemic®  The  monthly  incidence

The  basic  policy  of  concentrating  on  the  dental  needs  of  the 
youngest  children  was  again  adopted*  Children  in  Kindergarten  and  Grades 
I  and  II  received  a  dental  inspection  by  the  Dental  Hygienist*  Defects 
noted  were  recorded  on  a  card  sent  home  to  the  parents  for  action*  The 
parent  then  has  the  privilege  of  electing  to  take  the  child  to  the  family 
dentist  or  requesting  a  dental  appointment  at  the  school  clinic* 

Grades  III  and  IT  were  also  inspected  and  a  report  csent  home  on 
the  state  of  the  child's  mouth  at  that  time*  These  children  are  all 
obliged  to  seek  corrective  treatment  through  the  family  dentist* 

These  inspections  were  performed  by  the  Dental  Hygienist  on  the 
staff*  Despite  a  very  heavy  case  load  of  inspections  she  manages  to  givo 
the  classes  a  talk  on  the  fundamentals  of  good  oral  hygiene*  Owing  to  the 
very  poor  response  shown  by  parents  on  invitation  to  attend  a  similar  talk 
respecting  their  role  in  promoting  good  oral  hygiene  in  the  home,  this 
educational  feature  had  to  bo  curtailed*

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During  the  year  used  clothing  has  been  delivered  to  eleven 
families*  Milk  was  discontinued  for  nine  families,  and  nine  new  families 
were  given  milk  assistance.  At  the  present  time  there  are  eighteen 
families  on  the  milk  list*  Eighty-four  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  were 
distributed*  At  Christmas,  fourteen  families  received  food  hampers,  and 
gifts  were  purchased  for  thirty— two  children*  Sight  families  were  driven 
to  the  Sanatorium  for  X-rays c 


Classes  were  held  at  the  Calgary  General  Hospital  and  with  the 
affiliate  students  at  the  Sanatorium*  824  injections  of  streptomycin  were 
given*

for  the  guidance  you  have  given  throughout  the  year,  and  for  the  excellent 
cooperation  received  from  all  members  of  your  staff.

The  following  report  of  the  work  done  by  our  organization  during 
the  year  1953  is  submitted  for  your  information* 

In  1953  our  statistics  showed  an  increase  in  Patients  and  Visits 
and  a  large  increase  in  the  attendance  of  Prenatal  Classes* 

In  the  Medical  and  Surgical  field  our  visits  showed  a  slight 
decrease*  The  chief  reason  for  this  change  is  the  decreased  use  of 
Penicillin  and  other  drugs  in  the  treatment  of  respiratory  and  other 
infections  hy  the  physician*  Por  the  most  part  our  medical  and  surgical 
visits  were  to  the  chronically  ill,  the  asged,  the  post-operative  home  from 
hosoital  -  all  time-consuming  visits*

755  of  medical  and  surgical  visits  were  to  give  care  to  adults* 

In  this  group  comes  the  cancer  patient*  We  are  giving  intramuscular  therapy 
prescribed  by  the  physician  to  cancer  patients  in  the  home,  but  so  often  we 
get  the  terminal  case  where  visits  are  necessary  daily  and  often  twice  daily 
for  dressings  and  care,  or  the  night  call  to  give  sedatives  to  relieve  the 
suffering  of  the  cancer  patient-. 

In  the  nrenatal  field  we  are  overwhelmed  -  expectant  mothers  and 
fathers  clamouring  for  instruction  and  information*  39  prenatal  classes 
were  held  with  a  total  attendance  of  457  compared  with  296  last  year* 

Young  fathers  are  showing  more  interest  in  information  regarding  the  coming 
baby  than  ever  before*  With  the  help  of  other  agencies  Bathers’  Classes 
would  be  an  interesting  and  worthwhile  project*  In  working  with  the  Calgary 
Bejnily  Bureau  we  hope  to  arrange  conferences  for  unmarried  mothers*  We  have 
done  something  in  this  field,  but  duo  to  pressure  of  other  things  it  has  not 
been  a  great  deal*  The  expectant  mother  is  followed  up  in  the  home  by  the 
nurse  in  the  district  with  monthly  visits  until  she  goes  to  hospital* 

She  calls  the  Nurse  on  her  return  home  and  care  and  supervision 
is  given  to  herself  and  her  newborn  to  the  age  of  six  weeks  *■>  and  so  the 
maternity  cycle  is  corrrolete* 


The  maternal  and  infant  welfare  programme  is  a  significant 
feature  of  our  service  and  is  our  contribution  to  the  reduction  of  maternal 
and  infant  mortality  rate  in  Canada*  44;b  of  visits  were  made  to  this  group, 
an  increase  of  11  fo  over  last  year*
